f ON Saturday, the ever memorable 
ſeventh of July 1570, at three in the 
morning, admiral Elphingſton's ſhip

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Soon after the Count made a ſignal for 


a general chace.

fort that commands the harbour. Here 
they had a full view of the Turkiſh fleet 
as it lay at anchor in a line of battle, 
a little above the north entrance 
of Schiſma bay, which is oppoſite 
to, and about four leagues from Scio 


town.

Ali Bey of one hundred guns, the Capi-

Txt grand bafhaw's ſhip was about

tacks* on board, that admiral Spiritdoff 
was now to have the honour to-lead the

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ſquadron ſhould bring up the rear, 
This method of attack did not appear to 


admiral Elphingſton to promiſe all the 
ſucceſs he could wiſh. He therefore 


propoſed another, which he looked 


upon as more certain. The enemy be- 
ing embayed on a lee ſhore, he pro- 
poſed leading his own ſhip, to let go 
his anchor with a ſpring on his cable 
a- breaſt of the grand baſhaw, and that 
his other two ſhips ſhould anchor, 
with ſprings on their cables, on the 
bow and quarter of the Turkiſh admi- 
raPs ſecond, and ſo to attack the reſt 
of the fleet in the ſame advantageous 
manner. By this arrangement our nine 
line of battle ſhips would have been en» 
gaged againſt only five or ſix of the 
enemy, and the reſt of their numerous 
flect would have been rendered uſcleſs ; 
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as they could neither come to the aſſiſt- 
ance of thoſe ſhips engaged, nor at- 
tempt to get out of the ſituation they 
were in, without the t danger of 
running on ſhore. 
_ HowEvex clear and certain the ad- 
vantages appeared to favour admiral 
Elphingſton's plan, the Count was de- 
termined not to alter his own. Admi- 
ral Elphingſton was only aſked, if he 
would undertake to lead on both 
tacks; to which he anſwered, that if | 
his plan had been thought eligible, he 0 
ſhould think himſelf bound in point 
of honour to be the foremoſt to carry 
it into execution ; but by he thought 
the adopted method of attack too un- 
certain for him to riſque his reputa- 
tion upon, he therefore could not do 


it by choice, and defired to ſtand ex- 
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euſed, however, if expreſly ordered he 
would take the ſtation allotted him, 


and do his duty. | 

AT eleven o 'clock each commander 
was on board his own ſhip. The 
ſignal was made for prayers: through- 
out the fleet, to ſupplicate the Almighty 
to crown them with victory. 99 

Fo R ſome time there was an 
awful and profound ſilence in both 
fleets. The commanders on each ſide 
ſcemed. penetrated with proper ideas 
of the great importance of the day, 
what they were to fight for, and how 
much the ſucceſs of it depended on 
their conduct and courage. 3 

Tux Ruſſians were not inſenſible 
that they ſerved a ſovereign of liberal 
ſentiments, a ſovereign who. feels a 
pleaſure in rewarding merit even when 
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unfortunate, yet, ſhould they loſe the 
victory, they had no friendly port to 
ſecure themſelves from the deſtruction 


that muſt inevitably follow a defeat. 
Txx Turks on their ſide were like- 


wiſe confident, that ſhould they be 


defeated, they ſhould loſe at the ſame 
time the dominion of their own ſeas, 
and be expoſed to the ſevere frowns of 
an haughty maſter, which too commonly 
are ſigns of a ſudden and vioknt death. 


THz proper diſpoſition for the en- 


cagement was formed, and at noon 
count Orloff threw out the red flag, as 
the ſignal to attack. The whole fleet 
being ranged in order of battle, we 
moved towards the enemy, like a ga- 
thering cloud. 


EvERY brave man now wiſhing either 


to ſurvive with glory, or die with honour.

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ADMIRAL SPIRITDOFF led the van, 
and bore down upon the headmoſt 
of the enemy, which was the Capitana 
Ali Bey of one hundred guns. |

Their officers gave 
uncommon proof of the moſt determin- 
ed courage and reſolution. As they 
were going down on the enemy, M. 
Fort, a Freneh gentleman, admiral 
Spiritdoff”s firſtlicutenant, had part of

be prevailed on to retire, but cover- 
ing it with his handkerchief, maintain- 
ed his poſt, and continued to encou- 
rage his men.

The fire increaſed every moment on 
board the Baſhaw's ſhip, and with

to the ſame calamity , forgot their animo- 
ſities, ſuſpended firing on each other, 
and were only intent how to eſcape _ 
thoſe dreadful elements fire and water. 
_ Maxy urged on by hope leaped into 
the ſea, of whom few were taken up; 
others, more diſtracted with fear, 
waited their fate. = 
Tu k baſhaw's mainm aſt, allin flames, 
fell into the Ruſſian admiral, which blew 
up in the ſame moment. All on board her; 
we beheld a dreadful ſpectacle in the air. 
Trax Turk was now in one general 


blaze, and being to windward, ex- 


poled ſome of their ſhips to the ſame 


calamity. The whole fleet was ſtruck 


with a panic, and to avoid the ſame. 
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fate (which fear repreſented, and 
multiplied their danger ten fold more 


than it really was) in this dilemma they 


took the fatal reſolution, to cut their ca- 
| bles, and run into the bay of Schiſma. 
Ta ls bay is about one mile broad and 
two in length: the town is ſmall, and 
ſtands at the bottom of it, thirty-five 


miles only from Smyrna. Here they 


hoped to remain ſecure, at leaſt for 


ſome days, againſt any attempts of the 


Ruſſians, who were not eager to follow 


them. The commanders preferring 


the lives and ſafety of their own gal- 


tant men in diſtreſs, to- deſtroying 
| thouſands of the enemy. 

T E boats were immediately ordered 
to go as near the wrecks of thetwo unfor- 
tunate ſhips as poſſible, to ſave all they 
could. | 


ApuIRAL SPIRITDOFF, count Te- 
dor Orloff, and twenty-five others, 
moſtly officers, fortunately quitted the 
ſhip in good time. When ſhe blew up, 


they were ſafe on board the bomb, but 


the admirals flag not being hoiſted, 
it was for ſome time feared, that they 
alſo had ſhared the ſame fate. | 

Tk gallant captain Cruee, who 
commanded the admiral's ſhip, ſtaid by 
her to the laſt : he was taken up much 
wounded. A company of brave cui- 
raſſiers, and their officers, were not ſo 
fortunate, they were all either buried 
in the waves, or cut to pieces by 
the Turks; whoſe ſhameful defeat 
was owing, in ſome meaſure, to their 
i-condadt, but more ſo to their 
cowardice. They were enraged to 

E 
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a degree of madneſs, and to revenge 


their own diſgrace, kept firing from the 


ſhore on the boats as they were endea- 


vouring to fave thoſe few who had mi- 


raculouſly eſcaped from one fatal ele- 
ment, ' by plunging themſelves into 
another ; and without inftant relief, 
muſt have periſhed. 

Taxrs cruelty ſo exaſperated the 
. officers who commanded the 


boats, that they were determined not 


to take up one Turk, but either to ſhoot 


or knock them on the head with their 
oars. PN L 
InvEED for ſome time, they were 
deaf to all the pleadings of the human 
heart in favour of the vanquiſhed. 
Without regard to rank or conſequence, 
they refuſed mercy in diſeriminately 


to all. 
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Taz gallant, but unfortunate cap- 
tain of the admiral Baſhaw, who was 
one of the laſt that left his ſhip, be- 
haved in this ſcene of diſtreſs with the

Hrs hard fate will never be eraſed 
from my memory, and I ſhall make no 
apology for giving it a place in this 
narrative. 2 

Wk were near the Turkiſh wreck 
ind counted thirty ſouls upon it; at 
the fame time, we ſaw a Greek veſſel 
near it, firing grape-ſhot at the Turks 
on ſhore, which made them retreat 
with great precipitation, and prevented 
hem, for ſome time, annoyin g us with 
their fire. 

LIEUTENANT MACKENZIE came 
long ſide of our boat, and told us

ſooner than its poſſible almoſt to con- 


_ the ſhip was all in flames. 


| L1EUTENANT DUGDALE was now 
about to fire his ſhip, to haſten their 
deſtruction, and make It more ſure; 


but the men, who were to bring him 
off, either miſtaking his orders, or 


dreading to ſtay in the face of ſo much 
danger, jumped . into the boat, 'and 


rowed away as faſt as they could from 
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him, whitfaſhe wa going with all her 
ſails ſet down upon the enemy. 


HE ſaw the ſituation he was in, and 


yet preferrin g his duty to ſafety, he re; 


mained alone, and when near enough, 


as he imagined to take effect, fired 


a piſtol into the train, ſtayed to ſee 
it take fire, then boldly leaped into 
the ſea, and was fortunately taken 
up by a Greek boat (that was paſſing 
among the ſhips) juſt as he was ſinking 
with fatigue. As his ſhip was fired ra- 
ther fooner than he wiſhed, ſhe ſteered 
on a rocky point in the harbour, and 
was there conſumed to little purpoſe.

Ta1s deſcription will convey but a 


faint idea of the cataſtrophe of the 


Turkiſh fleet. While the flames with 
the utmoſt rapidity were ſpreading de- 
ſtruction on all ſides, and ſhip blowing 
up after ſhip, with every ſoul on board 


that feared to truſt the waves to ſwim 


for ſhore, the Ruſſians kept pouring 


upon them ſuch ſhowers of cannon 
balls, ſhells, and ſmall-ſhot, that not 
one of the many thouſands of their 
weeping friends on land, who faw 
their diſtreſs, dared venture to their 
relief ! 

' NoTHING now remained but united 
ſhrieks and unavailing cries, which, 
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joined to the martial muſic, and the 
loud triumphant ſhouts of the victors, 


ſerved to {well alternately the various 


notes of joy and ſorrow, that com- 
poſed the ſolemn dirge of their depart- 


ing glory. 

Or all their numerous fleet, but one 
ſhip of ſixty- four guns, and a few gal- 
lies, were brought out of the harbour: 
the reſt were all deſtroyed. So com- 


plete was our victory! So complete 


their ruin! 
WHEN admiral Spiritdoff's ſhip 
blew up, it was computed that ſhe 


had at leaſt ſeven hundred fouls on 


board ; but the whole loſs amongſt the 


reſt of our others did not exceed thirty. 


THE captain baſhaw had twelve hun- 


dred men on board his ſhip, which 
added to thoſe who periſhed on board 
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the others, their whole loſs could not 

be leſs than nine thouſand men. 
AFTER all their fleet was deſtroyed, | 
the Turks abandoned the town off 
| Schiſma, flew in great wrath to the 
city of Smyrna, and in the bitterneſs o 
| revenge, fell ſuddenly on the Greeks 
(whom they looked upon as friends to 
the Ruſſians) and without diſtinction, 
put hundreds of men, women, and 
| children to the ſword, before the go- 


vernor and magiſtrates could ftop chei 
ſavage fury.

EE ABouT ſix this morning, as we were 
: "ther rowing near ſhore, | two men appear 
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ed on a neck of land, with their hands 


lifted up, and calling out in Engliſh, . 
« For God's ſake ſave us!” I ordered 


my men to pull towards them directly; 
they were no ſooner in the boat, than 
the eldeſt (who ſaid his name was Ro- 
bert Jacobs) claſped my knees between 
his hands without ſpeaking a word. 
He was near expiring with tranſport, 
when nature at laſt ſent a flood of tears 
to his relief. He gained utterance, 
and the firſt word he ſpoke was, 
Thank God I am ſaved!” Then, let- 
ting me go, he fell on his knees, and 


lifting up his hands and eyes to heaven, 


he exclaimed, ** Oh ! moſt gracious 
God, how have I been delivered!“ He 


had been a ſlave among the Turks 


eleven years, and. in all probability 
would have ended his days ſo, had not 
* 
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our victory gained him, his liberty. 
The other was a lad of about eighteen, 


who feemed not ſo ſenſible of his li- 


berty ; his name was George Mattey, 
and had not been long among them. 


There was alſo a Malteſe, whoſe deli- 


verance was ſomething more remark- 
able. When the ſhips were on 


fire, he was chained to the oar with 


other ſlaves, and made ſhift in his: 


chains to crawl through one of the 
port-holes, to the gunwale of the ſhip, 
where he held by his hands, and re- 
mained with his body half in and half 
out of the water, unſeen and in ſafety, 


even when ſhe was burning and blew 
up; till⸗happily another of our boats 


took him in. What arguments theſe 
in favqur of a particular Providence ! 


Theſe men agreed that very "few 
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of the Turkiſh ſeamen eſcaped, and in- 
formed us, that before their defeat, 
they expected to be joined by five more 

ſhips of the line. About eight 0 clock 
the commodore and our other large 
ſhips ſtood out of the harbour, and the 
Nadiſda frigate ſtood nearer in to cover 
the boats, and awe the Turks, who 
began to ſhew themſelves near the 
ſhore. 7 1 
THE Count made the f. gnal for a 
— thankſgiving to the God of 
battles and the giver of victory, for 
the ſuccels of the Ruflian arms; the 
ſolemnity of which was greatly height- 
ened by the attendance of the Greek 
clergy, who came from ſhore in 
their boats in regular proceſſion, row- 
ed round the fleet, and then gave 
us their benedictions.

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were ended; his excellency gave the 
ſhips that had deſtroyed the enemy in 
the harbour a ſalute of thirty- one guns,

there came into the fleet a Raguſan 
ſhip loaded with bilcuit for the Turkiſh 
fleet, which was now no more; ſhe 
proved to us 4 ſeaſonable f prize. On 


Monday the ninth, it being the anniver- 


ſary of the battle of Pultowa (the day 
that Peter the Great finally triumphed 
over the famous Charles the Twelfth 
of Sweden) the Count looſed his fore- 
top-ſail, bent his flag,' and dreſſed his 
ſhip in the colours of all nations : the 


reſt of the fleet did the ſame, and we 


made a moſt gallant ſhew. The ad- 
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miral fired twenty-one guns, and had 
the like number returned by each 
ſhip, Admiral Elphingſton gave the 
commodore his pennant again ; after 
this ceremony. all the commanders 
dined on board with his excellency 
count Orloff, as lord high admiral. 
In their joyful triumph every little re- 
ſentment ſeemed forgot. On board every 
ſhip nothing now reigned, but feſtivity 
and good humour; the empreſs's 
health went briſkly round, and all our 
paſt fatigues and dangers were loſt in 
the remembrance of the glorious ſuc- 
ceſs of the preceding day. The Count, 
in her majeſty's name, thanked the 
officers in general for their gallant be- 


haviour, particularly thoſe who had 
the opportunity to diſtinguiſh theme 


{cles in the action. Commodore 
F 3 
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Greg was raiſed to the rank of admiral, 
and honoured with the ſecond order of 
merit; lieutenant Dugdale was alſo 


rewarded with a ſhip, and made a 


captain of the firſt rank. When ad- 


miral Elphingſton waited on his excel- 


lency. on Sunday to congratulate him 


on the' ſucceſs of her majeſty's arms, 


he propoſed (as the wind was fair) 
that the fleet ſhould ſail directly, and 


attempt the paſſage of the Dardanelles, 
whilethe panic laſted, with which it was 
reaſonable to ſuppoſe the enemy muſt 
. be ſtruck on ſeeing the fatal cataſtrophe 
of their fleet. On being aſked by the 
Count, if he thought fuch an at- 
tempt practicable, the admiral an- 


ſwered, Sir, the empreſs has it un- 


der my hand, that with ten fail of the 
line, two frigates, and two bombs, I 


nz, K ·˙ we 
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would undertake to paſs the Darda- 
nelles, and burn Conſtantinople; and 
ſhould now think myſelf morally cer- 
tain of ſucceſs; the enemy had then 
a conſiderable: naval force to oppoſe 
us with, we have now almoſt the num- 
ber of line of battle ſhips, one bomb, 
and as many frigates, as make our 
preſent force equal to what I at firſt re- 
quired ;- the enemy's fleet i is no longer 
to be feared, and we may ſuppoſe them 
to be 1 in ſuch confuſion, as cannot fail 
of aſſiſting our enterprize. He was 
told that this day muſt be kept as 4 
thankſgiving, and that the following 
muſt alſo be celebrated as a high 
feſtival, after which the fleet ſhould 
proceed. 

As no regard was acl to this ohh 
of the admiral's, it ſeems that the Count

was of a different opinion ; or that the 
great object of the Ruſſians was only 
to block up the Dardanelles, and pre- 
vent any proviſions being ſent by ſea 


from Alexandria and other ports to- 


Conſtantinople. On Tueſday the tenth 
at four' in the afternoon, the whole 
fleet got under way, and ſtood for the 


town of Scio; the bombs throwing - 
ſhells every now and then towards it, 
but at too great a diſtance to do much 
execution. At ten in the evening they 


laid their heads to the wind, backed 


their maĩn- top-ſails till day-light, and 
then ſtood for ſome time, off and on 
a- breaſt of the town; a great number 


of troops both horſe and foot were 


ranged along the ſhore ready to oppoſe 
our landing. Admiral Spiritdoff's flag 
was now hoiſted on board the Europa, 
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and captain Cruce had the command 
of the Rhodes (which we brought out 
of Schiſma) but called the Euſtaffee, 
after the admiral's ſhip that was un- 
fortunately blown up. Wedneſday 
the eleventh hig Britannick majeſty's . 
ſhip the Winchelſea came into the 
fleet, and took from the counts Panin 
and Orloff, Engliſh tranſport, ſhips, 
their Mediterranean . paſſes I; upon 
which. they both ,quitted. the Ruſſian 
ſervice. At noon the fleet plyed to 
windward, between the north part of 
Scio and the main land, but could 
not clear the iſland, the whole day, 
the current ſetting ſo ſtrong. Find- 
ing they loſt ground, on Friday they 
bore up and came to an anchor in 
forty fathom water; the wind north | 
by eaſt to nonhnonh well. On Sun- 
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day morning the fifteenth, ſtrong gales 


from the north-north-caſt to north by 
weſt, fo that we got our ſheet anchor 


over the . ſide, ready to let go in the 
moment of neceſſity. The ſame morn- 
ing the St. Paul, which, with the re- 
mainder of the crew on board, that 
had been mifling ſince the fourth 
of this month, joined the fleet. The 


occaſion of this ſhip's. being ſo long 
miſſing is ſomewhat ſingular. She 


was greatly a-ſtern of admiral El- 


phingſton's ſquadron, when coming 


out. of the gulf of Napoli; and in a 
ſight of them. The iſland of Sapientia 
bore eaſt by north, diſtant about four 
leagues, and the harbour of Navirina 
north-eaſt, diſtant ſeven leagues. Soon 


after ſhe was chaced by the Veſtal arm- 


ed ſhip, captain Shrieve, with another 
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day or two after ſhe had entirely loſt 
In company, who took her for a Turk, 
both of which gained upon them very 
faſt, and were at about a mile's dif. 
_ tance, when captain Preſton, with his 
officers and crew, except the pilot and 
a Ruſſian prieſt (who could not be pre- 
vailed upon to quit the ſhip) got into 
their long-boat and rowed away for 
Navirina; leaving behind them eigh- 
teen men, twelve of whom were dan- : 
geroufly ill. Captain Shrieve immedi- 
ately put ſome of his men on board, 
and brought her ſafe to the fleet, with- 
out knowing for what port the boat 
ſteered. 

As nothing material happened from 
this time till Monday the twenty-third, 
I ſhall fill up the interval with a ſhort 
account of this iſland and town of 
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Scio; which will ſhine in hiſtory to diſ- 
tant ages, by the navel victories of the 


great Catherine the Second over the 


Turks. This iſland is about thirty miles 


in breadth, and fifteen in length, partly 
mountainous, but very pleaſant. The 


fields are moſtly enriched with olives, 
vines, mulberry, orange, citron, pome- 
granate and fig-trees, which yield a 


moſt grateful, fragrance. This iſland 
is remarkable for yielding the beſt 
maſtic i in the world, which is annually 


ſent to Conſtantinople, and ſold to the 


ladies of the ſeraglio, who uſe ! it as a 
ſpecific. for. fvectening the breath, and 


as an excellent preſervative of the teeth. 


Ir is very populous, containing 
about a hundred thouſand Greeks, 


ten. thouſand Latins, and ten thouſand 


122 cp 
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THEY make a great quantity of fine 
wine, and trade largely in ſilks; nor 
are they without a ſuſficient ſtock of 
cattle and poultry ; Vil moſtly abound 
with partridges, which are ſo tame, 
that they live with them like pigeons ; ; 
being let out in the morning to ſeek 
their food abroad, and called home 
with a whiſtle in the evening. The 
town is ſituated on the outlreaſt part 
of the iſland, and ſtands full to the ſea, 


environed with a ditch, and a wall, 
with round towers. The houſes are 


both handfome and* convenient; ta 


make, with their churches and chapels 
that are pretty numerous, an elegant 
appearance. The harbour is commodi- 
ous, and is the general rendezvous of 


the ſhipping bound to, or coming from 
Conſtantinople, which is about ſeven-

ty leagues to the north-eaſt of it. The 
inhabitants in general are more polite, 
cheerful, and freer than in the other 
towns of the Levant. The women, 
who are beautiful, dreſs advantage- 
ouſly, and are very ſenſible of the ten- 


der paſſions. In the caſtle, which de- 


fends the town and harbour, there is 


commonly a garriſon of fourteen hun- 


dred Turks, but was greatly increaſed 
on their expecting a viſit from the 
Ruſſians. ” 5 
Tk Is iſland formerly belonged to the 
Genoeſe, who then furniſhed all Europe 
with the produce of the Eaſt-Indies, 
which came only by way of the Red 
Sea to Alexandria, They carried on 
almoſt an exclufive trade by means of 
a ſuperior navy, till the Portugueſe, 
encouraged by an enterprizing, wiſe 
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prince, puſhed forward, ſenſible of 
this valuable branch of trade, found 
their way to the Eaſt round the Cape 
of Good Hope, and became ſharers in 
the jewel of eaſtern commerce. This 
ſoon made them both reſpectable añd 
rich, whilſt the Genoeſe became leſs 
ſo; and growing fond of continental 


connections, they engaged in a ruinous 
war with the Venetians, who took Scio 
from them. f 

In the year 1695 the Venetian troops 
were compelled to yield -it to the 
Turks. They divided the inhabitants 
into three claſſes, taxing them annually. 
The firſt claſs was taxed at ten crowns 
per head ; the ſecond at three crowns; 
and the third at two crowns and a 
half. 
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O the nineteenth of this month, 


count Orloff, with commodore Greg's, 
and part of admiral Spiritdoff's ſqua- 


dron, ſeparated from the fleet, and 
went to beſiege the caſtle of Lemnos ; 


whilſt admiral Elphingſton, with the 


others, cruized about the neighbouring 
ſhores And iſlands, to prevent any ſuc- 
cours being ſent there, at the ſame. 
time blocking up the Dardanelles. _ 


Ox Monday the twenty-third we 
diſcovered on the ſouth point of the 


Hand of Tenedos, a ſmall army of 
horſe and foot, who had ten pieces of 


cannon, and twenty pair of colours. 


At noon we were within one mile of 
the ſouth-eaſt end of it, bearing north- 


weſt. We-cruized round it, and were 


briſkly followed by the Turks on the 
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hore, who ſcemed reſolved. to þ Oppoſe : 
our landing. | WER 
In the afternoon we looked into che I 
paſſage of the Dardanelles, where we ſaw 
two line of battle ſhips at anchor. At 
ſun-ſet, the north end of Tenedos bore 
eaſt, the ſouth-weſt end, eaſt-ſourh- 
eaſt, and the iſland of Imbro caſn orth- 
eaſt. Soon after this, the admiral 
made the anchoring ſignal, and we all 
bore away for the ſouth-weſt end of 
Tenedos. Here we anchored} in twenty 
fathom water, the ſouth-weſt end 
bearing north- north- weſt. 
ITuIs iſland, which is remarkable 
for its rich Muſcadine wine, 1s about 
fifty miles in cir cumference, and only 
five or ſix from the Natolian ſhore, | 
due welt from the ſeat of ancient Troy. 
the ſiege of which might have been 
E | 
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obſerved from it : andit is ſuppoſed, that 


the Greeks retired behind this iſfand, 


when they pretended to raiſe the ſiege, 
which feint havin g amuſed the credu- 
lous Trojans, and put them off their 
guard, they returned, ſurprized mo 
and plundered the city. BYE 


Ir is neceſlary to remark here, that 
coming from the north or ſouth on the 
welt ſide of this iſland, you muſt never 
approach it nearer than one mile be- 
fore the north-weſt point, which bears 


ſouth-eaſt; ; but if coming from the Dar- 
danelles, and you want to anchor un- 
der the ſouth end, keep the ſame 
diſtance, and you will ſhun a dan- 
gerous bank that lies off the ſouth-weſt 
point; continue ſteering ſouth by weſt 


till the ſouth-eaſt point is full in ſight, 


then haul your wind, and you may 


'VS 


let go your anchor in what depth you | 
pleaſe. The iſland of Imbro or Lem- 
bro, is near the weſt entrance of the 
Dardanelles : there are only four vil- 
lages on the iſland ; it is very woody, 
and abounds in game of all ſorts. Here 
are alfo abundance of wild hogs, but 
ſmall in ſize : we killed great numbers 
of them for the ſhip's crew, who dreſled 
them different ways; their fleſh was 
found very wholeſome, although a lit- 
tle fiſhy. Here is likewiſe great plenty 
of ſmall ſneep, and goats both wild and 
tame, a great quantity of honey, and 
vegetables of almoſt every kind. 
Tax Dardanelles are two ſtrong 
caſtles, one of which 1s in the province 
of Romania, on the weſt ſide of the 
paſſage, through which all ſhips muſt 
paſs that go from the Levant to Con-

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ſtantinople, and the other on the caſt 
ſide in Natolia. 

Tu es forts were built be! the” Turks 
in 1659, to ſecure their fleets from the 
inſults of the Venetians. They are

Soon after we were 
cloſe a- breaſt of the Europa Caſtle, 
had given them our broad - ſide, and 
were as before ſtanding over for the 
enemy's ſhips and gallies, when the 
wind coming to the ſouth-weſt, the 
admiral made the ſignal to ware be- 
fore it, and ſtand to the north- 
ward. We did, but it ſuddenly came 
calm, and being in a ſtrong current, 
and the ſhips near each other, the 


Netromena fell on board the Saratoff, 


and the Swatiſloff on board her; how- 
ever they were ſoon diſengaged with- 
out any damage worth notice. 


NOTHING material happened after 
this, till Thurfday Auguſt the ſecond,

when the admiral, Prince Gagarin the 


Younger, and count Roſimouſky were 


on ſhore on the iſland of Imbro. The 


Greeks, grown bold from our protec- 


tion, foll on a ſmall party of Turks who 
had landed in the ifland the preceding 
night, cut one of them to pieces, and 
madle four others and a woman priſoners. 
The admiral uſed them very kindly. 
They had fled from Lemnos, and in- 


formed us that all the Turks on that 
ifland had retired into the eaſtle, which 
they were determined to defend to the 


laſt extremity. Ihe next day a ſmall 
veſſel came' under the admiraPs tern, 


filled with Engliſh, French, and Italian 
merchants, '' who. came expreſs from 


their ſeveral conſuls at Smyrna, to in- 


treat count Orloff not to come with 
his fleet before that city, as they greatly 


1 
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ly feared that the conſequence would be 
a general maſſacre of all the chriſtians, 
in which themſelves, their wives and 
children, muſt inevitably periſh. They - 
were ſent on ſhoreto undergo an opera- 
tion performed over a charcoal fire, the. 
ſmoke of which was to purify them and 
prevent the infection of the . plague, 
after this the admiral invited them on 
board his own ſhip to take refreſhment, 
and then told them that his excellency 
was at Lemnos. They weighed anchor 
the ſame evening at ten o'clock, and 
ſtood directly for that port, which 
they reached on Monday the fixth. 
TRE Count, according to his uſual 
manner, received them with great 
politeneſs. | | 
H ordered ſome of his priſoners te 
be brought on board his own- ſhip, and 
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aſked them, in preſence of the gentle- 
men from Smyrna, if they were well 
treated, they all acknowledged his 
goodneſs to them, kiſſed his garment 
in token of gratitude, and begged for 
liberty: but this requeſt was refuſed 
them by the Count, as he had been de- 
ceived by an aga or colonel of the 
Janiſſaries, whom he releaſed (with 
forty of his men) on condition that he 
ſhould go to Smyrna, and repreſent 
to the commandant, the cruelty of 
murdering the innocent unarmed peo- 
ple, and that if they perſiſted in it, 
he was determined to uſe retaliation 
on the priſoners in his power. He 
broke his word and did not return ; 
therefore his excellency refuſed liberty 
to all of them, except eight men and 


ten females, whom he ſet free out

reſpect. Theſe were the wives, chil- 
dren, and houſehold of Achmet Effen- 
dy, of grand Cairo in Egypt; one of 
the grand ſignior's Friese ſecretaries 
of ſtate.

_ Tars gentleman was returning Gran 
thence with all his family (conſiſting 
of about: forty perſons) in a, French 
ſhip to Conſtantinople. ; He was told 
on his voyage that the Turkiſh fleet 
had burnt and deſtroyed the Ruſlians ; 
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. tranſported with joy at this in forma- 
tion, he reſolved immediately to quit 
the ſhip, and, if poſſible, to give che 
| firft intelligence to his imperial maſter : 
landing then at the firft port he came 


to, called Scola Nova, he directly 


went poſt from thence 'to the capital, 


leaving his family to follow him by ſea. 


Bo r he foon found the news the re- 
verſe. of what he had been told: for 
ſhortly after this diſappointment, he 


ſufferedanother,much more mortifying. 


The ſhip which his wife and children 


were on board being taken priſoners 
by a Ruſſian cruizer, his diſtreſs was inex- 
preſſible! When the Count was informed, 


that among theſe priſoners, there were 
ſome of great quality, he inſtantly or- 
dered them every refreſhment the ſhip 
could afford, and that ſome of their 
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attendants ſhould accompany them on 
board; amęng them there was a moſt 
beautiful young lady not exceeding 
twelve years of age; it was hard to de- 
termine which was moſt captivating, her 
blooming charms, or her eaſy and no- 
ble deportment. The Count beheld 
her with admiration and regard. He 
kiſſed his fair little captive, and held 
her in his arms, whilſt ſhe told him 
in an artleſs and moſt affecting man- 
ner, the rank and condition of her pa- 
rents, and the misfortunes which had 
befel them. When her ſtory was ended, 
his excellency prefented her with. a 
diamond ring, and a rich ſuit of furr; 
then turning to thoſe about Her, told 
them that for her ſake, they were all 
from that moment free. 
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SE returned in the Counts twenty- 


four oared barge, on board the ſliip 
in which her mother and companions 
were; and in a few days after; he hired 

a Raguſian veſſel at his own expence, 
and ſent them all to her father at Con- 
ſtantinople: 


Tris he did to convince the Turks 


that by ſuch actions he wiſhed to inſpire 
them with the like ſentiments of ho- 
nour and humanity, and convince them 


that the true hero is greater, when 


treating the vanquifned with generous 
pity, than in dealing deſtruction to his 
enemies in the field. Such was Scipio 
of Rome, who. firſt convinced the 
proud Carthaginians, that they were 


not invincible. 


ALTHOUGH the Coun did not 


promiſe the deputies from Smyrna, 


that he would not come with his fleet 
before that city; yet it is very probable, 
that their repreſentations had the de- 
ſired effect; as not one Ruſſian ſhip ap- 
peared before it duringthis expedition.
